It was there that the police arrest- 
ed me. and without any explanation I 
was transported to the Chafarinas.

haa already told all the facts in connec- 
tion with our flight. After we separated 
at Marseilles I started for Biarritz, again, 
to see my sister, but as my train ap- 
proached Cette, in Southern France, I 
was arrested .by the French police at tbe 
suggestion of tha Duke of Mandas, tbe 
Spanish minister at Paris. 
When the So- 


cialists in Cette learned of my unwarrant- 
ed arrest they threatened to make a dem- 
onstration against the cowardly conduct 
of the governr.'ent,but thsy were appeased 
by the assurance that I would not be de- 
livered to the Spanish authorities. 
On 


tho next day I was escorted to Calais by 
two gendarmes, who put me on board 
the transfer boat for Dover. I spent a 
few days in London, and now I am here 
waiting for an opportunity to go and see 
my father.''

from the West Indies. 


Boston, Sept. 3.—The wrecking tug 


Orion, Captain Smith, which has been at 
work on the wreck of the steamer Ethel 
Gonda at St. Lucia, W. I., arrived here 
last midnight, and was detained at quar- 
antine by the health officers. 
There had 


been several oases of sickness aboard from 
some disease that looked suspiciously like 
yellow fever, and a searching investiga- 
tion was ordered. Two of the Orion's 
crew, John Connelly and. Luke Haley, a 
diver, 'were dead; Connelly died at St. 
Luoia; Haley expired as the vessel reached 
port. A man named Pike is in the hos- 
pital, and tbo doctors are watching him 
to see if his complaint is "yellow jack" 
or merely Chagris fever. Haley's body 
will be examined in the morning.

LARGER NAVAL PATROL NEEDED. 


Filibusters Too Sluch for War-Ships on tlie 


Florida Coast. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The law officers 


of the government are apprehensive that 
several filibustering expeditions are being 
fitted out on the South Atlantic coast, 
and they have called upon the navy de- 
partment for an increase of its patrol 
fleet. The navy has replied that it has 
now two worships performing this ser- 
vice, and- that no other vessels are avail- 
able, unless the emergency Is very groat. 


Information has come to the deport- 


ment of justice that no less than four 
vessels of various types, including the 
famous DauntleEP, and four other ships 
arc under suspicion; that two are unques- 
tionably on the way to Cuba with muni- 
tions of war, having evaded the patro), 
and that unless the cordon is more strong- 
ly drawn around the Florida coast, others 
will slip through. 


From the most reliable Information re- 


ceived here, the filibusters are changing 
the points from which they operate, and 
thereafter will mako attempts to load 
their vessels and get them off from places 
on the Carolina coast, rather than from 
Florida, where the government has main- 
tained the gieater part of the patrol force 
in the past year 
Wilmington and New- 


berne are the places suspected of having 
assisted the two expeditions which have 
got away, and orders have been Issued ro 
tho collectors there to keep careful watch 
on any auspicious boats in that neighbor- 
hood.

The telegrams I 
have received from Columbus, however, 
indicate that a national convention of 
miners will be called to take a vote on the 
strike. I am satisfied they will vote to 
accept the compromise."

THE TRUANCY LAW. 


Some Points of InteSwbt to Patrons of (lie 


Srhoola. 


The new law relating to attendance at 


school requires every person having con- 
trol of any child between the ages of 7 and 
14 years to cause such child to attend, for 
at least sixteen weeks each year twelve 
weeks of which shall bo oonpccutivo, some 
public or private school, which time for 
pupils under 10 years of age shall com- 
mence with the beginning of the first 
term of the school year,ur>d noc later than 
December 1 for pupils above thu age ot 
10 years. 


For every wilful neglect of such duty 


the person offending shall forfeit to the 
use of the public school of tho city a sum 
not lees than 31 nor more than 85, and 
shall'stand committed until puch fine and 
costs of suit are fully paid. 


A truant offiourfhu.il bo employed whose 


duty it shall be to enter complaint and 
prosecute all persons gnillyof \folutl'ig 
this law.

Debs Wants Eevolution. 


We have recently heard a great deal 


about government by injunction. It Is 
not out of the way to say that a great 
many good thinking people have been de- 
ceived into the belief that the injunction 
has been used to oppress labor, whan as a 
matter of fact the injunction has simply 
been seized upon by agitators to arouse 
prejudice la tha minds of working people. 
These agitators are just as much opposed 
to what is called law, in order to make it 
appear distinct from injunction, as they 
claim to be opposed to injunctions. 


Sir. Debs, tho chief agitator, bos openly 


declared that the Chicago anarchists were 
martyrs. 
The cry of those anarchists 


.was: "Down with the law," "Throttle 
the law! ' "Kill the miniongof the law,' 
and similar declarations. 
Not one oi 


them ever uttered a word about Injunc- 
tions. If, as Debs claims, they were 
martyrs, they were martyrs because they 
were punished for flaunting the red flag 
of anarchy and inciting men to overthrow 
the law. 


Dobs is as much opposed to law as be is 


opposed to injunctions. 
He simply uses 


is, they labor with their own hands, and 
also buy or hire others to labor fot them, 
but this ocly a mixed and not a distinct 
Juss." 


These are simple truths it might be 


well for Mr. Debs and his lieutenants not 
to overlook. 
With the exception of elave 


labor they are as true now as they were 
in 1801. 


The end of tho coal strike, which is 


near, will cud the schemes of certain free 
traders, certain socialists, and certain agi- 
tators to obstruct, and it possible defeat, 
the return of prosperity. 
These people 


well know that prosperity is tho greatest 
enemy of the demagogue, the free silver-

labor. 


The settlement of the miners''strike 


will show how much interest the Illinois 
miners had in the strike. When the mine 
officials got ready they will satt!e for the 
Pennsylvania and Ohio miters without 
consulting, the Illinois miners and the lat 
tor will go-back to work without knowing 
why they lost eight weeks wages. Per- 
haps some mny yet learn that not every- 
thing that is labelled labor is genuine. 


By remaining at work the Decatur min- 


ers have received in wages 8.33.000, which 
would have been lout to thorn forever bat: 
they quit work. No one can esthnate 
how much this means to their families 
and the city. These are tho kind of work 
ingmon who arc entitled to tho respect of 
everybody who wunts to see the prusen 
relief from a loag prostration go on with 
out obstruction.

Abraham Lincoln in his message to 


congress in 1801, which Debs end Bryan 
have mangled, with'the view of deceiving 
vrcrkingmen, said: 


"Capital has its rights which areas 


worthy of protection as any other rights. 
Nor is it denied that there is, and proba- 
bly always will be, a relation between 
capital and labor, producing mutual ben- 
efits. 
The error is in assuming that the 


whole labor of a community exists within 
that relation." 


Mr. Lincoln then proceeds to show 


bow plain this error is, saying: 


"A few men own capital, and that few 


avoid labor themselves, and, with their 
capital hire or buy another few to labor 
lor them. 


"A largs majority belong to neither 


class— neither work for others nor have 
others working for them. 


"In most of the southern states, a ma- 


jority of the whole people, of all colors, 
are neither slaves nor masters. 


"In the northern states n large major 


ity are neither hirers nor hired. Men 
with 
their families— wives, sons and 


daughters— wcrfc for themselves on their 
own farms, in their own houses, and in 
the'ir'shope, tiklng the whole prodnct to 
themselves, and asking no favor of capi- 
tal on the one hand, Dor of hired laborers 
or slaves on the other.

Sprin'gflelcl, 111., Sept 3.—The state 


uard of agriculture hag prepared its sta 
istlcal report for August 1. giving the 
rating of the crops, which promise an 
abundant yleW. Taa'yield of corn espe- 
ilally, according to the returns to the 
loard, will ba almost unpredccented, and 
talks with prominent farmers from vari- 
ous sections of tho state give the impres- 
sion that the conditions during the past 
month have not been changes trom this 
official reoord. 


The wheat crop will be snort, with a 


total of 1,U38,443 aorea destroyed by floods 
or winter billed and plowed up, leaving 
only 898,766 acres for harvest. Tho great- 
est loss was in the central part of the 
state, where only 23 per cent of tho fall 
planting was harvested. 
The quality of 


the yield was good, and averaged eleven 
bushels to the acre all over the state, and 
It is believed many fluids that were plow- 
ed up would have yielded a fair return if 
left to grow. 
The total yield was 10,2ou.- 


525 bushels. 
The average price pni'd to 


farmers August 1 was 
<"I cents, and the 


total value of the crop raised was $G,Sl2fl,- 
018. 


Oats produced an avorags yield of 35 


bushels to the acre, a greater yield than 
for the two previous years. 
In oats 8,- 


<i40,H81 acres were planted, and the aver- 
age price realized by the fanner was Ifi 
cent1! per bushel.

A great tile fac- 


tory was constructed with capacity of 
thousands of tile per day.

years this factory was in operation, but 
for nearly two years now bas been cloecd 
down and will cot be reopened until in 
tbe spring, If then.
